The property reassessment program apparently is 


being made an issue in the local election campaigns • — 
which is an unfair and reckless action, 


It is unfair, because the property reassessment pro- 


gram Is mandatory under state low, 


It is reckless, because if the local voters are taken 


in by this sort of campaigning your local governments — 
county, city, and school districts — are going to wake up 
a few month's from now and find their state-aid funds 
slashed by a total of $50,000! 


If some school districts are wondering how they 


can make present revenues cover a nine-months term 
they had better brace themselves for the still tougher job 
of trying, to operate six months on reduced state-aid. 


Here is our situation in state law 
t 


Act 153 of 1955, and its amending act', 304 of 1957; 


require the State Assessment Co-ordination Department 
to set up a 3 per cent sampling of local assessments in 
all the counties. Local government has been given until 
December 15 this 'year to bring its ratio of assessments 
to market value, up to 18 per cent. 


Where local government fails to show 18 per cent its 


share of state-aid will be cut to the same extent it is 
short of that figure. 


As of August 1 Hempstead county's assessment 


ratio was officially .declared to be 16.71 per cent of 
market value — which - is- 1 .29 short. This means we 
face a reduction of 7. 2% ',(1.29 divided by 18) in our 
state-aid unless we can improve our position before 
December 15. 


How much does state-aid mean to county and city 


and all the local school districts? Here are the figures 
for 1957:
